TRADE SALE RESULTS. 

THE trade sale, as is evident from the reports 
given elsewhere, has been, in general interest 
and in prices, a success above the average of 
recent years. The attendance of buyers has 
been good, and the bidding so prompt as to 
enable the sale to be kept right up to catalogue 
dates. On many invoices the. prices have run 
very close up to best trade rates on the newest 
or most desirable books, and an unusual num- 
ber of contributors have duplicated. There has 
been no special feature about the sale, except 
the runs of Favorite Tennyson and of Marion 
Harland, but the tone has been notably good. 

The sale has, we think, given considerable 
encouragement to the trade, which was rather 
discouraged by the lateness of miscellaneous 
business. How far the two things are associ- 
ated is of course matter of question ; undoubt- 
edly, however, many delay buying until the 
trade sale, knowing that they can usually get 
books a little or considerably under trade 
prices, and at much longer time than otherwise. 
There is probably some interaction of this kind 
at the bottom of the growing delay at the open- 
ing of trade. 

Some of the dealers, at least, will now be 
stocked up, to the benefit, we trust, of them- 
selves, their customers, and the publishers. 
The hesitancy of the trade generally to do this 
is becoming a very serious matter, and should 
in some way be remedied. Books cannot be 
sold unless they are on hand for sale, and the 
dealer makes a mistake who does not supply 
himself fully with a stock on hand. 

Of course, the run of books at the sale went 
far below regular rates, but this is always to be 
expected. The publisher makes up his mind 
to this beforehand, and for the books which he 
wishes to dispose of at any price he has here 
the best of opportunities. But the prices on 
the generality of stock were, we think, con- 
siderably above average, and the contributors 
have reason, in comparison with previous

LIKE Unro LIKE, a novel, by Sherwood Bon- 


_ner. (Harper.) Mr. Sherwood Bonner, a writer 


whose name we are not familiar with, offers 
under the above title a very delightful picture 


_of Southern society as it is still found in old 


Southern cities. ‘‘ Yaraba” hides the identity of 
an out-of-the-way town in Mississippi, to which 
two U. S. regiments are sent from New Orleans 
to spend the summer. As Yaraba contains 
numerous pretty girls, and as the officers and 
their wives are hospitably received, in spite of 
much latent feeling, the result is numerous 
flirtations and many lively reunions. The dia- 
logue which this contrast of Northern and 
Southern types elicits is the special feature of 
the book ; it is at all times interesting, and often 
quite witty and brilliant. As all the characters 
‘*fallinto” anecdotes of avery amusing nature, 
many laughs add to the cheerfulness of the nar- 
rative. The ‘‘ plot” is evolved by Roger Ellis, 
a Northern radical with ‘* peculiar” views, who 
loves a young Southern girl who thinks herself 
liberal and free from Southern prejudices. All 
the people are well presented, but Roger Ellis 
is strongly and artistically drawn. The novel 
is the best of this series (Harper's Library of 
American Fiction): it has a well-defined pur- 
pose ; its movement is rapid; it is bright and 
natural, and evidently the work of a cultivated 
man.

History OF ANCIENT LITERATURE, ORIEN- 
TAL AND CLASSICAL, by John D. Quackenbos, 


A.M. (Harper.) Until now no text book has 


existed treating of the subjects to which this 
work is devoted. Recent researches and dis- 
coveries have more and more made the want of 
a good book of reference relating especially to 
Oriental literature felt by students in schools 


and colleges and the general reader. This 


volume, while giving ample space to Greek 
and Roman literature, offers in its treatment of 
Oriental literature—particularly the Sanscrit 
and Persian—a very valuable feature. Not 
only a full account is given of the writings of 
these ancient nations, but also brief biographies 


_of the writers, with specimens of their styles. 


The text is interspersed with numerous engrav- 
ings and accompanied by maps, which help to 
elucidate and impress facts on the students’ 
mind. The origin and relationship of the 
languages of these nations are fully treated, 
while many interesting facts in comparative 
philology are incidentally brought forward. As 
the work is very attractively written, unencum- 


| bered by obscure names and wearisome details, 


and quite complete and carefully condensed it, 
bids fair to become a favorite. and to greatly 
facilitate and popularize this study. We must 


not omit to state that the principles of the 
Egyptian picture-writing (hieroglyphics) are 
also explained.

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AMONG ALIENS, by Mrs. Frances E. Trollope. 
(Harper:) Some of the best novels the Harpers | 
have issued lately have been jin the Franklin 
Square Library, to which this volume belongs, 
and of which it is the latest publication.

English girls living in Rome ; one is studying 
painting, the other is giving lessons in English. 
The younger one, a pretty, yielding creature, 
with a little fortune, becomes an object of inter- 
est to the priests, who long to make a convert 
of her and obtain her small dot for the church. 
They are aided in their schemes by a bigoted 
and unscrupulous princess and her more un- 
scrupulous son. The son succeeds in breaking 
the little girl’s heart, in spite of the royal battle 
the elder sister wages for her against priest and 
princess. The story gives an unexaggerated 
and pleasing picture of a young artist’s life, 
and a very truthful presentation of the old 
papal element still to be found in Rome. The 
book contains eleven full-page pictures, far 
above the ordinary run of novel illustrations.
